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Students vote for ASG reform 


New amendments 
divide presidential 
powers, duties

SANTA ANA CAMPUS - Amendments to the Associated 
Student Government Constitution of Rancho Santiago Col- 
lege were passed last week; however less than six percent of 
the student population took the time to cast their votes. 

The ASRSC held forums and staffed information tables to 
get the word out about the proposed changes to the Constitution, 
but there was not wide interest, said Nate Durdelia, commis- 
sioner of rules and justices. 

Some of the reasons students cited for not voting were they 
were too busy, they didn’t know about the vote or they 
didn’t care. 

“The response we got from students was it didn’t matter to 
them,” said Ignacio Muniz, ASG president. 

“T didn’t know when it was,” said second-year student 
Pemica Jordan. “I have voted before.” 

Karen Strachan, another second-year student said she 
didn’t have time. “I leave right after my class and go to 
work.” 

Some students, like LynneAnn Gerstein, said they did not 
know about the election. 

RSC student Art Huerta attends classes at night, so he 
wasn’t even aware there an election was held. 

The ASRSC is planning to reintroduce the amended 
Constitution to the students after it has been ratified. The 
amendments have to be approved by the board of trustees in 
order for them to be ratified. The Board is schedule to vote

on the amendments at the April 11 meeting. 

Because RSC is a multi-campus college, student leaders 
said the Constitution should reflect that fact. Also, Student 
Government wanted to increase student participation and 
responsibility. Their goal is to empower students both within 
and outside of the organization of Student Government. 

Presently, there is only one Senate in the Legislative 
branch that deals with all the issues for each campus. 


Under the proposed amended Constitution, Santa Ana and 
Orange campuses will have their own senate. Each senate 
will be presided over by the ASRSC vice president for the 
respective campus. This would give each campus a stronger 
voice to express their concerns. 

Also, one senator will no longer represent one thousand 
students. Instead, a senator will represent a division within

Foreign countries 
crack-down on 
drug possession

Every college student has his own idea of 
what a dream spring break vacation is like. 
But for some, this dream could tur into a 
complete nightmare if they are caught pos- 
sessing drugs in a foreign country. 

Students might assume that, as an Ameri- 
can citizen, they are immune from prosecu- 
tion under foreign laws and that the U.S. 
Constitution follows students wherever 
they go. 

However, this assumption is anything but 
true. Once a U.S. citizen leaves american 
soil, U.S. laws and constitutional rights no

“The multicultural movement has gotten 
out of hand. It’s trying to force us to- 
gether, but it is divisive and is driving us 
into tribal camps,” Grant said. 

The elite, educated class is forcing the 
new multiculturalism trend onto the 
masses, he observed. 

“They focus on differences rather than 
unique nature,” he said. Grant said he 
thinks many liberal, affluent people in this 
country feel guilty about their lifestyles 
and promote multiculturalism under a 
cloud of personal shame. 

“It’s the affluent people who were raised 
by immigrants years ago. They are not the 
present working class. They have influ- 
ence. They have converted to this radical 
thinking of ‘saving America,’ or “‘preserv- 
ing roots,’" Grant said. 

“The problems in this country are citar- 
acter problems,” said Grant, who has a 
degree in theology. “Children are taught 
to hate. They reflect the family. They may 


dren are taught to hate ... They 
may be curious about other 
races, the way young boys and 
girls are curious about each 
other. But they have to be 


taught to hate.”

Multicultural educators, however, say 
that many of the programs have excellent 
results in smoothing race relations, and 
like it or not, the programs are thriving on 
American campuses. Contrary to asser- 
tions by critics, supporters say the pro- 
grams educate students about each other’s 
lifestyles and cultural differences so that 


they will better understand each other. 

“Diversity training teaches students and 
educators how to look at what others con- 
tribute, not at what is different about 
them,” said Kit Taylor, a psychology 
professor and diversity specialist at the 
University of Arizona in Tucson. 

What were once trendy buzzwords have 
materialized into seminars and courses 
that hope to prepare faculty and students 
for the demographic realities of the 1990s. 

Their success will remain to be seen.

WeWiel-melejems could last longer than 
expected. Americans 
suspected of drug 
violations can face 
severe penalties, 
even the death pen- 
alty, in some foreign 
countries. 

For U.S. citizens, the government has 
set up the Bureau of Consular Affairs to 
protect their welfare while being de- 
tained in foreign jails. The U.S. Consu- 
lar Officers can visit incarcerated Ameri- 
can citizens, however, they cannot have 
them released. 

The importance of obeying all foreign 
laws when traveling abroad is empha- 
sized in the pamphlet, “Travel Warning 
on Drugs Abroad,” supplied by the Bu- 
reau of Consular Affairs. 

It explains the harsh penalties that stu- 
dents may be subjected to if arrested out 
of the country. It also covers how a U.S. 
Consular Officer can help a student if ar- 
rested. 

In the pamphlet, it is reported that in 
1993, over 2,500 American citizens were 
arrested abroad and almost 1,000 of those 
arrested were held on charges of using or 
possessing drugs. 

Also, many American college students 
are serving time in foreign jails or

awaiting trial because they were un- 
aware of the risk of using or possessing 
drugs while out of the country. 

Spring break should be treated as one 
big party, according to Rudy Mendoza, 
an RSC student. 

“The drug I see being used most at 
parties is marijuana,” he said. “It is 
usually the drug of choice.” 

Beware, though. It was reported that 
Americans have been arrested for pos- 
sessing as little as one-third of an ounce 
of marijuana. 

According to the pamphlet, the war 
on drugs has reached an all time high 
with increased efforts by many coun- 
tries to stop the flow of illegal narcot- 
ics. 

“Tf you think there is no real danger in 
buying or carrying justa ‘small’ amount 
of drugs on your trip, you are wrong,” 
the pamphlet reported. 

No matter where students go to party 
this spring break, keep in mind that 
using or possessing drugs may land you 
in jail. 

More locally, Captain Bill Richardson 
of the Beach Division in Huntington 
Beach said students should be aware of 
the increase of police on the beaches 
this spring break. 

“Arrests tend to rise during spring 
break in San Diego County more than 
Orange County because of the Tijuana 
party crowd,” said Richardson.

SANTA ANA - “The Paper” delivers a hilarious, sure hit with a 
star studded cast. 

Michael Keaton, Glenn Close, Robert Duvall, Marisa Tomei and 
Randy Quaid share the spotlight in director Ron Howard’s comedy- 
drama about life on a New York newspaper. 

The fiasco begins when Metro Editor Henry Hackett, played by 
Keaton, tries to produce a hot story for the front page of his newspa- 
per. 

As the movie progresses, Henry discovers that two black teens 
accused of murder are actually innocent and are being used by local 
police as a cover-up. 

Striving to meet a four-hour deadline, Henry fails to obtain a quote 
or any evidence proving that the youths are innocent. 

Meanwhile, his managing editor Alicia, played by Ciose, threatens 
to run her story on the murder suspects, portraying them as guilty 
criminals. The journalists liter- 
ally come to blows over whose 
version will be printed in the 
morning edition. 

Henry doesn’t give up 
though. Using his manipulat- 
ive, journalistic. talents, he fi- 
nally gets a quote from a po- 
liceman, 
with the help of fellow re- 
porter McDougal, played by 
Quaid. 

Although “The Paper” 
sounds like a hardcore drama, 
the movie contains so many 
funny antics, by all the stars, 
that viewers have no time to 
feel pity towards the charac- 
ters. 

In one particularly funny 
scene, Henry and Alicia have 
a full-blown boxing match after 
McDougal encourages the 
metro editor to stop the presses one quarter of the way through 
production. 

Henry wins the fist fight, but Alicia is the victor because she has the 
final say over what gets printed and when it gets printed.

gruelling 1,200 mile voy- 
age from San Diego, Calif., to Cabo San 
Lucas, Mexico. 

The expedition was inspired and led by 
retired RSC marine biology instructor, John 
Reseck, who first dreamed of the idea 
some 30 years ago. After his retire- 
ment he decided io make his dream a 
reality and recruited three former 
students who were experienced kayakers. 
In an effort to quench their thirst for adven- 
ture, the four undertook this challenging trip 
which pushed them further than they could 
have imagined. In doing so, they not only 
tested their skills as kayakers but also their 
ability to survive and make the most of their 
resources. 

The goal of the expedition was to set anew 
time record and be the first to conquer the 
voyage in double kayaks. A similar journey 
was completed by Ed Gillett and Steve Lan- 
dick in the 80s, in single kayaks over 45 
days. Embarking on the trip in double kay- 
aks is considered more difficult because 
they don’t maneuver as well in the surf. 

Finally, on May 16, 1992, the four men - 
John Reseck, Jan Richardson, Glenn Pin- 
son and Dave Seymour left on their expedi- 
tion.

Many months of anticipation 
and preparation served them well as they 
encountered numerous obstacles. “I had 
thought through every aspect of the trip, all 
the ‘what ifs’, but I hadn’t really thought 
about things breaking,” said Reseck. 

By day four they realized their adventure 
was becoming a series of problems to solve. 
At this point, one of their 20-foot kayaks 
capsized, scattering its contents in the 
ocean. All the items were retrieved except a 
hat, but the upheaval bent the rudder. The 
men also nursed boils caused by constant 
rubbing on the kayaks and salt water. One of 
the sails broke in strong winds (but they 
fixed it), and they lost their extra paddle. 

At this point they started believing that “the 
only good day was yesterday,” said Reseck. 

In addition to all this, they endured count- 
less days of blowing sand. They named the 
fine particles microsand, because it pene-

Rats and mice were prolific and 
Dave’s finger served as a snack on one 
occasion. The rats stole food and were even 
so bold as to try and share sleeping bags with 
their new-found friends. 

Mosquitoes and horseflies attacked their 
sun-and-wind-weathered bodies, and coyo- 
tes watched therm while they slept. One coy- 
ote even mistook some of Dave’s diving 
gear for a meal, but discarded it a few yards 
away, somewhat gnawed but fixable. 

Making the most of resources, whale- 
bones were sometimes used to secure the 
tent down in the evening. A couple of times 
they made their own water by converting 
sea water with their reverse osmosis pump, a 
tedious but necessary chore when faced 
with no other choice. And several times 
rocks served as the only choice for suitable 
bedding.

Other times 
they feasted on fish they either dove for or 
trolled for on lines dragged behind their 
kayaks. 

“One highlight of the trip was when 
we were surrounded by dolphins who 
playfully swam alongside the kayaks 
for a few days,” said Reseck. 

“At Cabo Falso we were surrounded by 8- 
9 foot hammerhead sharks,” said Jan 
Richardson, one of the crew members. 

The journey ended June 18, 1992 with all 
crew members reasonably healthy. How- 
ever they all endured swollen and infected 
fingers and bodily pains. “It was the best diet 
I’ve been on. I lost 24 pounds,” Reseck said 
jokingly. 

In his book, “We Survived Yesterday,” 
Reseck said that from this accomplishment 
he reaiized he still had the ability to adapt to 
nature and enjoy it for what it is. The book 
documents the adventure in a diary-style 
format which is informative and easy to read.

n February 13, 1994, a young woman was raped on this campus. We cannot put into 
O words the sorrow we feel towards the victim, nor adequately condemn such vicious 
acts of cruelty and violation. 

But another issue involving has come into light recently, one we feel needs a response. 

J.R. Johnson, director of district safety, when questioned by one of our reporters on the 
issue, made the statement, “she set herself up bad.” Whether or not Johnson’s sentiment was 
misconstrued or inappropriate is a subject for another time, its ramifications are not. 

Last week, we ran a letter to the editor which condemned Johnson’s statement and 
admonished the victim of responsibility. Below, you can read another letter which takes quite 
a different stance on the issue. In the next issue of el Don (April 15), we will run a letter by 
Johnson himself. 

We recognize victims never deserve crimes such as the one occurring during the early hours 
of February 13. To abdicate complete responsibility to the assailant in this instance would, 
however, be just as mucha fallacy. __ 

A harsh fact of life is that, even if you take every precaution, bad things can happen to good 
people. When you start neglecting those precautions, you increase the chances of being the 
victim. With so much attention in the media given to the violence that proliferates this country, 
naivete is not an excuse.

The moral is, always be aware of where you are and who you’ re with, it’s just a smart way 
to live.

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Yo, RSC, get out there and vote 


The.current student participation 
in RSC’s Associated Student Gov- 
erhment is bad. During the past 
election, my biggest surprise came 
as I was passing out flyers to stu- 
dents to vote for me. When I finally 
went to go vote for myself, I found 
that I didn’t even need to campaign. 
All I had to do was sign up. The 
actual ballot that I went to vote on 
showed that out of 34 openings for 
Senior Senate, only six students ran. 
Out of 14 Freshman Senate open- 
ings for Senior Senate, only six stu- 
dents ran. Out of a total 48 open- 
ings, only 18 bothered to run. This 
left 30 vacant seats! 

This really intrigued me. After 
speaking with RSC Student Activi- 
ties Coordinator Jennifer Davis, she 


said that in 1986, when she was the 


student body president, 
and since 1989 as the 
student activities coor- 
dinator, there has never 
been a full student senate 
at RSC. 

According to Lisa 
Gunderson, The ASG secretary, ide- 
ally each senator should represent 
1,000 students. Her records show 
that there are currently 21 senators 
representing 40,000 plus students, 
whereas 20 more are needed. 

For this past election, the student 
government Rules and Justice Com- 
missioner, Nate Durdella, reported 
thateven though ASG RSC put ona 
free barbecue on the first day of the 
election in order to entice students 
to vote, out of a total Spring student 
population of 22,261 students, only 
301 total votes were cast. This clearly 
showed that the students did not 
know what they were voting for, 
but cared more about free food than 
voting. 

If this lack of participation by the 
students continues, decisions con- 
cerning their welfare could be made 
without their consent. 

For over 20 years, general apathy 
and laziness has been inherent in 
our democratic system of govern- 
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ment. Low voter turnout in our lo- 
cal, state, and national elections is 
common. On campus, even though 
it takes only three minutes to vote, 
students are far more concerned 
about succeeding in school and 
being wrapped up in their busy 
lives than to be inconvenienced 
by voting their own welfare. The 
question is not whether or not our 
system of government works. It 
has lasted for two-hundred years. 
It does not need changing. 

At this time, student apathy at 
RSC seems to bea long-term prob- 
lem. I feel the best course of ac- 
tion is to use the student govern- 
ment communications and pub- 
licity committees to seek creative 
methods that will encourage and 
motivate more students 
to participate in student 
government. 

Already we in student 

government are seeking 

to communicate more 

with the RSC faculty and 
el Don regarding up coming 
elections. 

The negative outcomes that may 
result from this solution are that 
the views of the committees to 
incite the students into action may 
be one-sided and out of touch with 
the students’ attitudes. Secondly, 
the committees may not have time 
or experience to make a differ- 
ence. 

However, who is more qualified 
to identify with and understand 
college students than other col- 
lege students? 

I also know that a situation can 
be made better when the lines of 
communication and understand- 
ing are opened to where both par- 
ties end in a win-win situation. 
The more that student government 
publicizes and communicates its 
goals to the students, the more 
likely they will succeed.
